A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .11 1 , 1 .1 35. (35 U.S.C. 1 32) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademari< Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case 
unless both applicant and examiner agree that the examiner will record same.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants discussed each of the current rejections of record. With 
respect to the 1 12 first paragraph-deposit requirement rejection, applicants argued that to there knowledge there was 
only a single Family B DNA polymerase from Thermococcus species JDF-3 known, that having the disclosed sequence 
of SEQ ID NO: 2 and therefore they should not be required to make such a deposit. The examiner did not find this 
argument persuasive. With respect to the 1 12 first paragraph-written description rejection applicants stated their desire 
to amend claim 10 to define region II as the specific consensus 9 amino acid sequence found on the bottom of page 52 
and this in addition to the fact that they teach 34 species of the claimed genus, applicants submit that they have 
provided adequate written description of the claimed genus. The examiner noted that while he admitted that this 
proposed claim would certainly be more described then the current claim 10, as applicants proposed amendement is a 
productive attempt at overcoming the rejection. The examiner still questioned if in fact applicants had met the burden 
to overcome the rejection and he would have to review the specification, claims and state of the art as well as the 
knowledge of one in the art before drawing a conclusion. Applicants continued to argue that the use of TTP as 
opposed to dTTP was not unclear and stated that they would submit additional evidence of such. Applicants finally 
submitted that they believed that the above discussed proposed amendments would overcome the art rejection made 
over Riedl et al. The examiner agreed that the above proposed amendments would overcome the rejection over Riedl 
et al. 
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
